Town needs stability 



SEATON 

Another town 
clerk resigns 


MANY will be disappointed and saddened that 
Seaton’s new town clerk, Mike Neale, has ten¬ 
dered his resignation after just three months in 
the job. 

Mr Neale won many plaudits in his short time 
at the Town Hall, being praised by councillors 
and residents for the efficient manner he han¬ 
dled a topic that has divided the town in recent 
weeks, namely the council’s failure to deal 
speedily with the list of issues raised in behalf 
of the town’s disabled. 

“At last,” people were saying, ” we have a town 
clerk who can rise above the council in-fighting 
and get a job done.” 

Mr Neale, who spent 35 years in banking in 
London in his previous career, was the third oc¬ 
cupant of the town clerk’s chair is as many 
years. 

Many are asking why Seaton cannot keep a 
town clerk for more than a few months. 

This newspaper has not been able to speak to 
Mr Neale, and the Mayor, Councillor Gaynor 
Sedgwick, was unable to issue a press release 
on the resignation until she had the opportunity 
to speak to the town clerk about his resignation 
letter. 

That press release is expected today (Tues¬ 
day) after we have gone to press. 

COLYTON 

Lorry smashes 
into rooftop 

A DELIVERY lorry smashed into the roof of a house 
in Colyton when driving through a narrow road. 

The incident took place in Vicarage Street on Fri¬ 
day afternoon, leaving a chunk of masonry in the 
road and damaged tiles and thatch on the roof. 

The owner of the house, an elderly lady, did not 
want to be named or make a comment at this time, 
but neighbours have confirmed this is not the first 
time the house has been damaged by passing traf¬ 
fic. 

Concerned neighbour Paul Arnott said this was 
the “umpteenth time this has happened”, despite 
the owner of the house writing to Colyton Parish 
Council asking for something to be done about large 
vehicles using the narrow road after previous inci¬ 
dents. 

Speaking to Pulman’s View, parish councillor Car¬ 
oline Collier said they were in contact with Devon 
County Council highways and had asked if it was 
possible for another sign to be placed at the top of 
the road, warning drivers of the narrow street. 

HONITON 

Buzz at Beehive 

THE Beehive community complex project has cel¬ 
ebrated reaching the topping out stage, which in 
building trade parlance means that the roof is on. 

A formal topping out ceremony for invited guests 
was held on September 26th, including hard hats 
and the grand tour. 

Honiton Town Council is the organisation behind 
the project, which will see “a modern, purpose-built 
centre for community, social, arts and business 
use” in Dowell Street car park. 

When complete, the two-storey venue will in¬ 
clude a central hall with a seating capacity of 300 
plus town council offices and other facilities includ¬ 
ing a cafe/bar area. 

Building contractor Midas hope to leave the site at 
some point in January, and the venue should be up 
and running later next year. 

Honiton mayor David Foster attended the topping 
out ceremony and got his hands dirty when trying 
his hand at bricklaying. 

After his brief attempt at being a brickie, he said: 
“I found it very exciting. I'm impressed with the 
structure. You can see it coming together fantasti¬ 
cally.” 


The mayor has called a meeting of the full 
council for Thursday evening but it is likely that 
as it is a staffing matter it will be held behind 
closed doors and a statement issued afterwards. 

When Mr Neale was appointed, I wrote in this 
column that Seaton needed a period of stability, 
especially with the many initiatives in the 
pipeline to boost the town’s tourism image. 

After another chief officer has come and gone, 
that is more essential than ever. 

Seaton has a great deal going for it - the only 
way for the town to move forward is for all sec¬ 
tions of the community to work together. That 
process has to start in the Town Hall. 

♦ THERE will have been many times in recent 
years that those who have worked so hard to 
open a heritage centre in Axminster must 
have wondered whether their efforts would 
ever reach fruition. 

There could not have been a more challenging 
time to launch such an ambitious project. 

At the opening of the renovated upper floors 
at Thomas Whitty House last week we heard 
that this was “the end of the beginning”. 

Let’s hope that is the case and John Church 
and his dedicated committee can now move for¬ 
ward to complete the final project.

SIDMOUTH 

Murder charge 
after hotel death 

A 41-YEAR- old Sidmouth man, Nicholas Jameson, 
has been charged with murder and remanded in 
custody. 

The arrest was made following the death of 71- 
year-old Nottingham man Brian Kemp in a pub. 

Police were called to the Black Horse Hotel shortly 
after 10pm on Thursday, September 26th. 

A police spokesperson said on Friday morning: 
“Officers were called after receiving a report that a 
man had been assaulted. 

“A 71-year-old man was found at the scene. 

“Despite efforts of officers and paramedics the 
man was pronounced deceased a short time later. 

“A 41-year-old local man was arrested at the scene 
on suspicion of murder and is in police custody in 
Exeter. 

“We believe this is an isolated incident. We under¬ 
stand news of this incident will be troubling for many 
in the Sidmouth area and to reassure local people 
there will be some extra officers on patrol in the 
town.” 

Police would like to appeal for anyone with any in¬ 
formation about this incident, particularly if they 
were in the Black Horse Hotel from late afternoon 
into the early evening. 


THE crisis enveloping Seaton Town Council took an¬ 
other turn this week with the resignation of new 
town clerk Mike Neale. 

Mike Neale, 54, tendered his resignation in a letter 
to town mayor Gaynor Sedgwick on Thursday after¬ 
noon after holding the position for just three months. 

He was the third town clerk to leave the council in 
three years, following in the footsteps of Tony le Rich, 
who also served for only a short period. 

At the September meeting councillors and mem¬ 
bers of the public praised Mr Neale’s efficiency, pay¬ 
ing tribute to how he had got to grips within 48 hours 
with a list of disabled issues in Seaton, one of the 
most controversial matters in the town at the mo¬ 
ment. 

Mr Neale, who lives in Colyford, was unavailable for 
comment this week. 

Mayor Gaynor Sedgwick has found herself em¬ 
broiled in an argument with the disabled community 
over, allegedly, telling blind resident John Barrington 
Rowell to “shut up and sit down” at a previous council 
meeting. 

At the September meeting, at which several resi¬ 
dents called for her resignation, Councillor Sedgwick 
said there was a “dispute” over whether she used the 
words “shut up and sit down” but added she intended 
no offence to Mr Barrington Rowell or the disabled 
community. 

Councillor Sedgwick confirmed to Pulman’s View 
that Mr Neale had tendered his resignation in a letter 
and that she had called a meeting of the full council 
on Thursday (October 3rd) for the council to “discuss 
the next step”. She was unable to comment further. 

After taking the job in June, Mr Neale, a Devonian 
who worked for 35 years in banking in London, told 
the View: “Seaton has so much potential and living 
locally to the town I want to see it fulfil its potential 
ambitions and become a successful seaside town. 

“All the building blocks are in place and now there 
just needs to be the momentum and for everyone to 
play an active part to ensure Seaton can shine. 

“I am fully committed and want this position to 
work for me, my family for the town.”

Massive step for heritage centre 


A MAJOR step forward in establishing a her¬ 
itage centre in Axminster took place when the 
upper floors of their iconic building in Silver 
Street were officially opened. 

At a lunchtime ceremony on Thursday of last week, 
civic and community leaders in Thomas Whitty House, 
the original Axminster carpet factory, heard how the oc¬ 
casion was considered to be “the end of the beginning” 
of the long-running project to provide a suitable building 
to celebrate and honour the town’s carpet making industry 
and provide museum and tourism facilities. 

The conversion of the upper floors into a community 
room and office accommodation has been made possible 
by funding from the ‘Making It Local’ initiative, sup¬ 
ported by European money. 

Heritage Trust chairman John Church welcomed civic 
leaders, benefactors and guests to the ceremony and gave 
a short history of the building which accommodated 
Thomas Whitty’s first carpet factory and was also the 
town’s first hospital before returning to the ownership of 
Axminster Carpets. 

He paid tribute to ‘Making It Local’ and the Axminster 
Festival for their generous financial support, without 
which the project would not have got off the ground. 

Mr Church also thanked his committee who had been 
“absolutely brilliant”. 

The Mayor of Axminster, Councillor Jeremy Walden, re¬ 
ferred to the transformation of the building as being “re¬ 
ally marvellous - an absolute transformation” and on

behalf of Axminster thanked Mr Church and his commit¬ 
tee for their dedication and hard work. 

He was confident that the project would become “a 
great centre for tourism and education,” stressing how 
important it was for young people to know the history of 
their town. 

East Devon District Council chairman Graham God- 
beer, a former Mayor of Axminster, paid tribute to Mr 
Church for driving the project forward and expressed the 
hope they would now be able to proceed with delivering 
the final project. 

“We will continue to support the project through and 
through because this is a project that Axminster needs and 
deserves,” he said. 

A plaque recognising funding from ‘Making It Local’ 
was presednted to Mr Church by Paul Diviani, leader of 
East Devon District Council, who described the conver¬ 
sion of the building as “a great achievement”. 

He announced that transition funding had been secured 
for the period 2015-2021 and he would not be surprised 
if they came back for “another bite of the cherry.” 

After the ceremony, Mr Church told the Pulman’s View 
that his committee would now proceed with raising the 
funds to complete the final stage of the £1.25 million her¬ 
itage centre project.

up and used as an exit. 

A Post Office Ltd spokesperson stressed that the pur¬ 
pose of the consultation exercise is to highlight any con¬ 
cerns, and said: “The thoughts of the people who use the 
service are obviously very important. 

“The proposals are subject to change following the pub¬ 
lic consultation. 

“If raised, the issue about the entrance will be seriously 
considered alongside any other points made during the 
consultation. 

“The plans may then be amended before any decisions 
to proceed are made.” 

Sub-postmasters Roger and Linda Lawrence are out of 
the country on holiday and could not be contacted by Pul- 
man’s View. 

But staff in Axminster said the couple will retire from 
the Post Office regardless and will not be part of the 
move. 

They have been in the post for more than 10 years and 
it is understood they lease current post office premises 
from the building’s owner.

“The proposed move is part of major modernisation pro¬ 


gramme across the Post Office network designed to make 
it easier for customers to do business, through longer 
opening hours and modern environments.

Project for young people aims to 
overcome stigma of mental illness

MORE than 50 people turned up 
at Axminster Young People's Cen¬ 
tre for the opening of The Project 
- a free service for youngsters with 
emotional and mental health is¬ 
sues. 

The Project is the brainchild of 
Axminster mother Debbie Hum¬ 
berstone, who got involved with 
mental heath issues among the 
young when her then 16-year-old 
daughter suffered problems and 
was admitted to an in-patient unit. 
The Project is aimed people aged 
12 to 24 living in East Devon, 
South Somerset and West Devon - 
and also provides a separate serv¬ 
ice for parents and carers of young 
people. 

In her opening speech Debbie 
said: " Four years ago, if someone 
had told me that I would be stand¬ 
ing here talking to a room full of 
people at the launch of a project 
for young people with mental 
health issues, I wouldn’t have be¬ 
lieved them - on two counts. 

"One, I was scared of public 
speaking and, two, I knew nothing 
about mental illness. 

"Yet four years on, here I am - 
still pretty scared of public speak¬ 
ing, but now having first-hand ex¬ 
perience of mental illness. 

"As many of you know, four 
years ago, life took an unexpected 
turn when my daughter developed 
severe mental health problems. 
Nothing prepares you for your

child being affected by a mental 
illness. There is nothing in the 
parenting manuals that can help 
you to understand and cope with 
the total change that comes over 
someone once they are in the grips 
of such an illness. I can only de¬ 
scribe it as truly shocking, terrify¬ 
ing and utterly bewildering.” 

Axminster-based GP Phil Taylor, 
who also chairs The Project spon¬ 
sor Axminster Hospital League of 
Friends, attended the opening and 
said: "The project provides a re¬ 
ally valuable service for a group of 
people who often don't feel that 
traditional services suit them. 

"We would hope that teenagers 
would also feel able to engage 
with the surgery, but The Project 
is an extra option." 

The sessions will provide an op¬ 
portunity for young people to 
come together, to talk, to share, 
give and receive support in a 
friendly, safe and non-clinical en¬ 
vironment. The Project will also 
run a range of activities ranging 
from art and cooking to bushcraft 
and meditation - all designed to 
build confidence and self esteem 
as well as helping to support emo¬ 
tional and mental wellbeing. It is 
stressed that The Project does not 
offer counselling or other therapy, 
and is not a substitute for these. 


Debbie added: "The effects of 
mental illness ripple out to affect 
all areas of a young person’s life - 
friendships, school, work, even 
simple everyday activities can be¬ 
come difficult. "But the effects 
do not stop with the person with 
the illness, but also affect family 
and friends. And this is why The 
Project will also be offering sup¬ 
port to the parents and carers of 
young people experiencing mental 
health distress through a monthly 
support group, which we hope to 
start in October. 

"To date, we have secured 
£25,000 of funding to set up and 
run this project and, in the first in¬ 
stance, I would like to thank East 
Devon Volunteer Support Agency, 
which agreed to host The Project." 


She also praised Axminster Hos¬ 
pital League of Friends, Axmin¬ 
ster Care Service, Axe Vale 
Festival, The Jack Riley Trust, 
Gibbons Family Trust, Nether 
Edge Quaker Meeting and Tuck¬ 
ers Arms Raft Clubplus local 
groups and individuals who 
helped in various ways. Debbie 
concluded: "No thanks would be 
complete without mentioning my 
daughter, Jess, and for acknowl¬ 
edging her courage and determi¬ 
nation in overcoming her issues, 
for speaking up about what she 
has been through and allowing me 
to share her story.”

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It was mad but wonderful: Testudo 


THE Testudo Musical Players needed a 
blockbuster to celebrate their 50th an¬ 
niversary to test their talents to the ex¬ 
treme . 

Since 1963 when Testudo took to the 
town hall stage for the first time with 
‘Fresh As Air/ Seaton audiences have 
been treated to all the big successes of 
the musical stage. 

I have reviewed a few of them down the 
years, by no means all, and they always 
provide an enjoyable evening's enter¬ 
tainment. 

But when invited to report on the Play-

ers' 50th anniversary production, I was 
told to expect a mad night - and mad it 
certainly was. Mad but breathtakingly 
brilliant. 

In fact, I would go as far to say that in 40 


years of covering the amateur theatre, 
during which I have sat through some 
dross, I cannot recall a more entertaining, 
enjoyable night at a local theatre. 

‘Our House’ features songs from the 
ska band Madness and was named after 
one of their most popular singles. 

It tells the story of Joe Casey who, on 
the night of his 16th birthday, takes 
Sarah, the girl of his dreams, out on their 
first date. 

In an effort to impress her with bravado, 
he breaks into a building site overlooking 
his home on Casey Street, which is 
owned by Mr Pressman, a high-end 
property developer. 

The police turn up, after which Joe's life 
splits into two: the Good Joe (dressed in 
all white) who stays to help, and Bad Joe 
(dressed in black) who flees. 

Guided by the narrating spirit of his 
dead con-man father, Good Joe finally 
gets his girl and marries her, whilst Bad 
Joe ends up in jail for manslaughter, hav¬ 
ing lost his sweetheart and his mum, 
who dies in a fire as her wayward son 
plots to get his mother to move out of 
the family home to make way for Mr 
Pressman’s development greed. It was 
heart-tugging stuff. 

In describing the show to audience be¬ 
fore curtain up, producer Mary Bowles 
described the production as “the chal¬ 
lenge of a lifetime" and in his programme 
notes vice-chairman Ian Craig referred to 
how the musical had encouraged much 
needed young blood to join the Players 
and how such a cult show would test 
them to the extreme. 


Those worries were quickly dispelled 
and they more than rose to the chal¬ 
lenge; they positively revelled in the por¬ 
trayal of a heart-tugging story peppered 
with vibrant dance routines and all those 
great Madness numbers, including, of 
course, ‘Our House,' ‘Driving In My Car' 
and the iconic ‘It Must Be Love'. 

There’s a real vibe about TTie Gateway 
now that Seaton's Voice are pumping 
huge amounts of effort and energy into 
the old town hall and it was clear before 
curtain up that the audience were up for 
a good night out. 

With the Madness repertoire, they 
knew what was coming and there was 
much stamping of feet even during the 
orchestra's opening overture. 

The show was a personal triumph for 
Cai Sutherland, who played the role of 
Joe Casey, a confident portrayal that be¬ 
lied his experience; a young performer 
with a real stage presence who handled 
the part of the troubled Joe with equal 
measures of arrogance and empathy. 

His acting skills were matched by a 
strong singing voice and energetic danc¬ 
ing. 

Milly Chaplyn made an ideal Sarah, the 
girl of his dreams who he won and lost, 
depending on which Joe (Good or Bad) 
was centre stage at the time, adding a 
softness to the proceedings. 

Top marks also for the other key cast 
members - Caraleigh Bradley, Bev Ham¬ 
mett, Joe Sutherland and Sam Ford - 
Joe's school friends who followed his 
trials and tribulations in his battle be¬ 
tween good and evil, being responsible 


for much of the humour inflicted with su¬ 
perb timing. 

John Kryulko can also take a deserved 
bow for a wholly believable bad apple in 
the role of Reecey who rarely wasted an 
opportunity to steer Joe down the road 
to ruin and retribution. 

The show was not just about the young 
performers - experience came in bucket 
loads from Ian Waite as Joe's dad who 
struggled to get his son not to follow in 
his footsteps in his narration from be¬ 
yond the grave, and Karen McEwan, who 
played the role off Joe's long suffering 
mum, keeping faith with her wayward 
son as only a mother can. 

The many other roles were shared by a 
cast of players who gave their all, espe¬ 
cially in the dance scenes: Adam Ted- 
bury, Fran Mills Durston, Mark Mills 
Durston, Larry McEwan, Rosie Manley, 
Maria Crisp, Stanzi Carpenter, Holly 
Stock, Victoria Herrity, Alison Bennett, 
Ella Winnett, Jessica Hill, Tilly Winnett, 
Norman Bowles, Yvette Hill and Thomas 
Sutherland. 

As I left The Gateway, after one of the 
longest standing ovations I can remem¬ 
ber, I shook director Debbie Bradley's 
hand to say how impressed I was as the 
tears ran down her cheeks - tears of 
pride. 

“I am so proud of them," she said. And 
so she should be. It was a mad, mad night 
- but one that did her and the Testudo 
Players in this their 50th year more than 
proud.

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Vigorous fight against green 
wedge plans will continue 


■ WE feel we must respond to the letters 
from David Field ( Pulman’s View , Sep¬ 
tember 10th) and Joyce Steel {Pulman’s 
View September 24th) and clarify our po¬ 
sition with regard to the proposed devel¬ 
opment on the green wedge. 

The wetlands have been developed by 
East Devon District Council to encourage 
green tourism, and visitor numbers are 
ever-increasing, some of them from con¬ 
siderable distances. We are very con¬ 
cerned about the potential impact on 
wildlife should this development go 
ahead. The area of the green wedge is a 
very important green and dark corridor for 
the movement of wildlife between the 
wetlands and several inland areas and 
therefore should be defended. 

We do not, and have never, opposed re¬ 
development of the Seaton Heights Hotel, 
Racal or Harbour Road regeneration sites 
and, in fact, we do support redevelopment 
of these before any other sites are consid¬ 
ered. 

There is a need to replace the old holi¬ 
day village facilities, particularly to en¬ 
courage coach parties for short-term stays 
and any development, possibly at Seaton 
Heights, must surely be supported. 

We are sure most people must be aware 
that the potential developers for both the 
Racal and the regeneration sites have suc¬ 


cessfully overcome the requirement for 
lower cost, affordable housing which is an 
issue that many people feel very strongly 
about. The green wedge developers ap¬ 
pear to be following this route and are 
seeking a reduced affordable requirement. 

In the short time that we campaigned in 
the town against the green wedge devel¬ 
opment we collected over 300 signatures 
in support of opposition. This surely must 
be an indication of public opinion in the 
town. 

Housing developments on the Racal and 
regeneration sites will increase the foot¬ 
fall in Seaton to a far greater extent than 
that generated by the green wedge devel¬ 
opment (400 plus homes compared with 
170). These would also be within the 
town itself - surely more beneficial to 
traders. This would, of course, also in¬ 
clude Tesco! 

Mr Field also questions whether the 
green wedge will become another derelict 
site. This area has no abandoned buildings 
on it, is currently some of the most pro¬ 
ductive farmland within Seaton, and 
should remain so. We therefore feel there 
is no comparison in that respect. 

We, along with others, will continue 
vigorously to fight the green wedge appli¬ 
cation.

Town council move not a new issue 


■ OH, how well I recall the times when I tried to get Seaton Town 
Council out of the town hall because it was “not fit for purpose”. 

Many of the councillors now on the town council, some of whom 
were then private citizens, rounded on me and others in support of the 
move in no small way and accused us of “empire building” and “wast¬ 
ing the town’s money”. 

In fact, one of the councillors reported me to East Devon District 
Council for discussing a move in a private session because we were 
not yet sure whether it was possible and the council needed to talk about 
it in private first before deciding whether it was feasible to proceed. 

We also faced strong opposition from Seaton’s Voice who stated (and 
I have this on record) that there was no need for the town council to 
move and that it should stay where it was and all community activities 
should take place only at the Town Hall. 

Both the sites that we tried to persuade other councillors to buy 
(Willoughby House and St Clare’s) had plenty of room for town council 
meetings and for other community activities and both sites had parking 


facilities for staff and visitors. St Clare’s even had enough space for a 
gym and leisure facilities with an interested party to provide them, was 
already converted for use by disabled people, plus we were being of¬ 
fered it at a discounted price because of its social amenity value. 

Willoughby House had extra land on which shops, offices or homes 
for local people could have been built. Now Seatonians face paying 
through the nose for a small building with no parking facilities, almost 
no extra space and still the need to hire out rooms at the town hall for 
meetings. 

Seaton missed the chance of a lifetime to buy St Clare’s - though now 
I understand why the town council has been stockpiling residents’ 
money - it has around a year’s precept money in its bank account in¬ 
stead of the three to four months that is usually recommended as a suit¬ 
able buffer.

WHERE were you born and where did you 
live before moving to East Devon?

There 
seem to be endless obstacles to removing 
eyesores and promoting the change that is 
essential to keep attracting tourists and in¬ 
vestment. 

Do you have any hobbies ? 

I rejoined Rotary (Axminster) after 20 years 
in Kent. I am also a member of a busy Rotary 



motorcycling group; we actively 
Q support Guide Dogs activities and I 
am a Senior Observer with the Institute 
of Advanced Motorists. 

I am computer literate and operate websites, 
Facebook and Twitter. I run a 65 group email 
for the Neighbourhood Watch locally. I play 
table tennis, socialise, garden, walk dogs, and 
have the occasional adventure day out and 
about.

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Burma comes to Lyme Regis 


Northern International Theatre bring performance to Marine Theatre 



NORTHERN International Theatre brings 
a compelling performance to Lyme’s Ma¬ 
rine Theatre on Friday, October 18th. 

‘The Burma Play, a comedy of terror’ is 
a humorous, politically-sharp two-hander 
with original live music. Virtuoso per¬ 
formances run through the years of empire 
and dictatorship towards the current hopes 
and fears of the Burmese people. 

A popular entertainer struggles to restore 
his damaged memory by going over his 
life and times. All he can recall is darkness 
and fear. His colleague pushes him to face 
the past by replaying their repertoire of 
gags, wordplay and sketches. 

By turns darkly funny, poignant and 
tragic, a series of ingenious quick-cutting 
scenes communicate a modern history of 
Burma and its special connection with the 
UK. 

After a short interval the hour-long per¬ 
formance is followed by a cast/audience 
discussion. Change has recently come to 
Burma, including the release of Aung San 
Suu Kyi and her election as an MP. But 
many political prisoners remain in jail; 
forced labour, ethnic and religious vio¬ 
lence, displacement of people and the use 
of child soldiers continue. Recently asked 
how democratic Burma is on a scale of 
one to 10, Aung San Suu Kyi replied ‘We 
are on the way to one’. 

The audience at this performance will in¬ 
clude Anna Roberts (Director of the 



Burma Campaign UK) and Kate Allen 
(Director of Amnesty International in the 
UK), so the discussion will have an extra 
flavour. 

Northern International Theatre is a pro¬ 
fessional group brought together specifi¬ 
cally to present The Burma Play. They 
have performed from the Edinburgh Fes¬ 
tival Fringe to the Burmese community in 
London’s Thingyan festival. They work 
free of charge: all the evening’s proceeds 
will be shared between The Burma Cam¬ 
paign and Amnesty International which 
both support democracy and safety for the 
Burmese people. 

Director David Bell, bom in Burma, has 
clocked up more than 50 plays in fringe, 
regional and touring theatre. Anglo- 
Burmese performer Cilia Baynes's father 
was in the next room to 
Aung San, the independ¬ 
ence leader and father of 
Aung San Suu Kyi, when 
he was assassinated in 
1947. Director of Commu¬ 
nity Arts Northwest, Cilia 
was awarded an MBE for 
her work. Musician/com¬ 
poser Omar Sattaur lived 
as a journalist in South 
Asia and now performs 
with several ensembles in¬ 
cluding the international 
fusion band Beating Wing. 


The play is promoted by the Lyme Regis 
Group of Amnesty International, the per¬ 
formance is at 7.30pm on Friday, October 
18th.

WINSTON ON THE RUN 


A ONE-MAN play about Winston 
Churchill’s little known early life is 
about to embark on a national tour. Cre¬ 
ated by London-based company, Fol 
Espoir, ‘Winston on the Run’ comes to 
The Bike Shed Theatre, Exeter on Mon¬ 
day 28th October, as part of a national 
tour which runs until November 2nd. 
The show tells the story of Churchill’s 
war-time experiences in South Africa, 
and his astonishing escape across hun¬ 
dreds of miles of savannah to rejoin 
British lines. 

The show is co-created by writer and 
actor Freddie Machin and Fol Espoir’s 
Artistic Director, John Walton. The UK 
tour follows a successful run at Edin¬ 
burgh Fringe in 2012 and an award¬ 
winning performance at Buxton Fringe 
Festival in the same year, where it 
earned Machin the ‘Best Actor’ prize. 

It's 1899 and the 24-year old Winston 
is approaching the twentieth-century 
with little to his name but a shamboli- 
cally unsuccessful election campaign. 
Neglected by his parents and a failure 
at school, Winston takes a job as a war 
correspondent and finds himself posted 


in South Africa, embroiled in the Boer 
War. Less than a month later, he is an 
escaped prisoner-of-war, on the run in 
the vast South African savannah, taking 
cover at the bottom of a deep mineshaft. 
With nothing but rats for company, the 
young Winston’s mind quickly sinks 
into paranoia and despair. As the mo¬ 
ment for a fresh break approaches his 
sanity teeters on the brink. What will 
await him at the surface? Freedom or 
capture? Fame or disgrace? Triumph or 
disaster? 

Despite being voted 'greatest Briton 
of all time' in a BBC poll, surprisingly 
little is known about Churchill’s form¬ 
ative early experiences. His daring es¬ 
cape was a defining point of his early 
life, catapulting him to international 
fame and jump-starting his political ca¬ 
reer. ‘Winston on the Run’ shows a 
young Churchill confronted by both a 
dangerous enemy and his own 'black- 
dog' of depression. In learning to never 
surrender, he began his ascent towards 
political greatness. 

Freddie Machin’s writing credits in¬ 
clude ‘ 12 Miles from Nowhere’ (nomi¬ 


nated for the 2012 Best Play Award by 
the Writer's Guild of Great Britain), 
‘Pavlik Morozov’ (Royal Opera 
House), ‘Chicken’ (Southwark Play¬ 
house), and ‘Neal and Keira’ (rehearsed 
reading, Chichester Festival Theatre). 
As a performer he has appeared in 
‘Kes’ (The Royal Exchange), ‘Celebrity 
Night at the Cafe Red’ (Trafalgar Stu¬ 
dios) and ‘Hoffmania’ (National The¬ 
atre Studio). 

Director John Walton's previous 
shows include the sell-out hit ‘Dr 
Brown Because’ (Edinburgh Fringe, 
2010), and the English language pre¬ 
miere of Yukio Mishima's ‘Yoroboshi’ 
(New Wimbledon Studio). Other direct¬ 
ing credits include the devised comedy 
show 'Potato - A Show That Will Save 
the World' (Edinburgh Fringe and Eu¬ 
ropean Tour), a musical version of 'A 
Little Princess' (Hedgerow Theatre, 
Pennsylvania) and 'Blasted' by Sarah 
Kane (Old Fire Station, Oxford.)
